One case of this kind was that of an
Englishman who had served seven or
eight terms of imprisonment in wvarious
Erglish prisons. His favorite trick was
13 enlist in the army, desert and s=1l1 his
kit. Then he developed Into a professional
burglar, even breaking into and robbing
hi= brother’s house.

His relatives sent him money while in
prison, through the chaplain, on condition
that he should go to the Tnited States.
Mr. Thomas Blandon, secretary of the
Prizcners’ Ald Society, took him from the
prison, furnished him with clothing, paid
his expenses to Liverpcol and put him on
board the Cunard line steamer Etruria,
He landed in New York on January 7, 186
and on Februery 4, a little more than a
week after setting foot on American soil,
he was arrested.

Some Facts and Figares,

Dr. Alllson also loaned me an annual re-
port of the state bourd of charities, which
showed that during the year ending Sep-
tember 2, 18%, there were removed from
th> peorhouses, almshouses, hospitals and
other institutions of this state no less than
9 disabled, chronic allen paupers., who
were returned to their homes in different
courntries of Europe.
